The  family  is  of  ancient  L".n.L,riish  orii,nn,  the  name  appearing' 
as  earlv  as  A.  D.  looo,  .ilth(jui(h,  as  vet,  the  tlirect  genealogy  can 
be  traced  only  three  or  four  centuries. 

■|  he  signihcaiion  of  the  name  i>  seen  in  its  construciion, 
•■I'ark"  meaning  a  public  ground,  and  '■  Hur>t'  a  grove  or  wood. 
The  History  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  mentions  a  royal  park  called 
"  I'.irkhurst  l-'ore^t."  •  Tw..  ceiiiurie-  ago  a  colony  of  I'arkhursts 
migrated  from  l'arkhur>t,  on  that  i-land,  to  Surrey  County,  in 
England,  from  which  branch  of  liie  family  the  .Americans  of  thi-, 
name  are  suppo>etl  to  have  deMeiided.  The  original  seal  of  the 
clan  in  Surrev  \^a^  at  •Farkhur-t  Manor,  between  Kfjsom  and 
Guilford,  contiscated  about  1745,  as  tradition  ^avs.  for  connection 
of  its  possessors  with  the  rebellion  in  favor  of  the  exiled  Stuarts. 
In  1635  a  Parkhur>t  wa^  Lord  .\la\orof  Loiuhm,  but  whether  of 
our  .American  bram  h  is  not  cert.iiuly  known.  Bishop  f'arkhurst 
of  Norwich,  llngland,  who  theil  in  1574,  is  supposed  to  have  been 
the  grandlatlier  or  the  gieat-,^  randfather  (jf  ( ieorge,  the  hrst 
settler  in  America.  ( leorge's  tlaughter,  I'iieije,  married  one 
Thomas  Arnokl,  who  binight  Jo.ooo  acres  of  land  in  the  territory 
now  Providence,  K.  1.,  making  the  purchase  from  the  Indians,  and 
in  1640  he  was  a  freeu».in  in  Watertoun  ;  .\rnold  ua>  able  to  trace 
Ills  ancestry  back  through  seventeen  gener.itions  to  \  nir,  King  of 
(iwentland,  A.  1).  1100,  who  wa-,  a  direct  des<  eiulant  from  Cad- 
waladyr  of  We.sse.x,  King  of  the  llritoiis  from  oSS  to  7J,S. 

'I  he  Parkhur.st  lamilv  h.id  .1  co.it  of  ai-ins  gr.iuted  thein  in  the 
secoiiil  year  of  (Jueeii  l^li/abeth's  reign.     (See  opposite  (Jage.)

Worcester  railmad.  (^ne  d.iughter,  Moll),  m.irrieil  Josiah  Hemen- 
wav,  the  ancestor  ot  iiumerous  I'ramingham  people  of  th;n  name; 
another  daughter,  Lydia,  marrietl  .Solomon  Hrackelt,  who^e  de- 
scendants have  resided  in  the  north  jKut  of  Framingham.  One  son, 
Aanm,  removetl  Id  .Si.tlford,  C't.,  his  iiuinerous  descendants  now 
living  in  th.it  \icinitv.  Two  otlicr  mius,  John  and  Josiah,  settled  in 
New  Hampshire.  'I'lie  lilth  son  was  lOphraim.  After  the  marriage 
ol  this  son  ids  father  li'.ei.l  with  him  for  a  while,  ami  then  removed 
to  Marlboro,  X.  H.,  \shcre  he  died  in  1S3J  in  his  (jslh  year. 

\'II. —  Fphraim  ua^  born  in  I'ramingham,  in  1765,  three  \  ears 
after  the  removal  of  his  father  to  that  town  from  Weston.  On 
.Mav  18,  iJ'jO.  lOphraim  bought  land  of  James  anil  Abel  (Green- 
wood, a  short  distance  southerly  of  his  father's  house,  on  the 
other  and  westerly  side  of  the  ri\er,  building  the  "  I'arkhurst 
House,"  which  is  well  remendjered  by  many  (jf  the  residents  of 
that  section  of  Middlesex.  Counts.  .As  another  has  written  :  "It 
was  one  of  the  linest  dwellings  in  the  vicinilv,  and  many  were  the 
parties  and  pleasant  gatherings  beneath  its  roof."  It  was  a  square, 
two-story  building.  Maving  passeil  into  other  hands  it  was  e\  ent- 
ually  bought'  by  the  lioston  Water  Works  corporation,  and  both 
house  ami  barn  were  ilemohshed  in  1883;  its  site  is  now  unoccu- 
pied, the  orchard  in  front  w  ith  that  in  the  rear  between  the  house 
and  river,  both  set  out  nearly  fifty  vears  ago  by  Fphraim's  sou, 
Charles,  with  slight  traces  of  the  front  y;ud  embankment,  alone 
remaining  to  mark  the  location  of  tlie  old  home.  Here,  for  many 
years,  Kphraim  carrried  on  the  baker\'  business,  also  his  farm  of 
about  100  acres.  <  )n  December  z~,  1788,  he  married  l!li/at)eth 
Look,  a  d.uighter  of  Capt.  John  Look.  lC]jhraim  spent  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life  in  this  home  ;  his  wife  died  December  j;,  1825, 
ageil    58   \ears.      lie   subsequently    married    .Mrs.    .M.iiy    .Atl.ims,   a 
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!au_i;litor  ol  Capt.  Henjamiii  I'.dwards,  wlio  died  in  1S70.  I'.phraim 
acil  Januaiy  20,  1S50,  a^od  .S5,  lu->  Innia!  with  that  uf  liis  lirsl 
•■ife,  a  son,  Jeieiiiy,  and  a  chui>;liler,  I.(nii>a,  hcin^^  in  tlu'  faniil\- 
jt  in  tlie  old  cenK'tery  between  Parks  Coiner  anil  South  I'ranunt,'- 
ani,  auionj^"  the  iViends  and  neighl)ors  of  his  long  life.

Returning  home,  he  took  the  position  of  organist  at  the 
First  Unitarian  church  in  l;o>ton,  subsequently  liUmg  the 
same  posiiion  at  the  Mt.  \"crnon  church  in  same  citv  and 
residing  at  .Allston,  wliere  his  wife  tiled  |aiuiarv  15,  1877. 
He  afterwards  went  again  to  (iermaiiv,  remaining  another 
two  years  and  studying  music  with  Profs.  Kheimberger 
and  Kellarmann.  Keturning  to  this  countr\-  he  located 
in  New  York  city,  being  engaged  as  organist  at  the 
Madison  Square  church  of  which  his  brother,  Charles, 
was  the  pastor,  and  where  he  still  remains — also  teaching 
organ  and  piano  music,  lie  has  gi\en  much  attention  to 
ornithology,  and  in  1895  wrote  an  illustr.ited  \olume  en- 
titled "The  liirds'  Calendar."  He  was  one  of  the  first  in 
this  country  to  ride  a  l/icycle,  and  some  ten  years  ago  took 
several  prizes  at  county  f.iirs  in  Massachusetts;  he  also 
rode  over  a  large  section  of  Europe  on  a  high  wheel.
